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IT WAS NOT ONE OF THE MORE PRESSING STOPS ON SECRETARY 

KISSINGER'S AGENDA, BUT HE HAD VISITED INDIA, WAS ON HIS 
WAY TO PAKISTAN, AND NOT TO STOP IN BANGLADESH WOULD HAVE 
BEEN AN UNNECESSARY SLIGHT. THEN TOO KISSINGER IS ON 
HIS WAY TO THE WORLD FOOD CONFERENCE IN ROME, AND THERE 
ARE FEW COUNTRIES THAT MORE GRAPHICALLY SYMBOLIZE THE 
SHORTAGE OF FOOD THAN BANGLADESH. IT IS A SIMPLE FACT OF 
LIFE THAT DIPLOMATS DEAL MOSTLY IN CONCEPTS AND ALTHOUGH 
THE TERRIBLE PLIGHT OF THE BENGALEE PEOPLE HAVE SOMETHING 
TO DO WITH SECRETARY KISSINGER'S VISIT HERE HE REALLY 
NEVER GOT TO SEE THE REALITY OF BANGLADESH. (FILM SHOWING 
DEVASTATING CONDITIONS). FLOOD VICTIMS HAVE EVACUATED 
THE COUNTRYSIDE AND SWARMED INTO THE CITIES. THE 
POPULATION IN DACCA SINCE THE WAR OF 1971 IS ALMOST 
DOUBLED. THE COMBINATION OF LIMITED RESOURCES, 

CORRUPTION AND BUREAUCRATIC INCOMPETENCE HAS LEFT THE 
GOV'T STRUGGLING TO PREVENT STARVATION FROM OVERTAKING 
MALNUTRITION. THE JOINT COMMUNIQUE THAT EMERGED FROM 
THESE MEETINGS SPOKE OF DETENTE, THE ME AND THE PROSPECTS 
FOR WORLD PEACE. IT SPOKE ALSO OF THE $60 MILLION WORTH 
OF ECONOMIC ASSISTANCE THAT THE US HAS PROVIDED BANGLADESH 
OVER THE PAST 3 YEARS. IT WAS HARDLY NECESSARY TO SPELL 
IT OUT BUT THE COMMUNIQUE ALSO NOTED THAT BANGLADESH NEEDS 
MORE. 

THEY ARE CALLED GRUEL KITCHENS BUT THEY ARE HOLDING 
STATIONS BETWEEN DESPAIR AND DESPERATION. THEIR OCCUPANTS 
ARE FED ONCE A DAY AND ARE RESTRICTED FROM MOVING BEYOND
